Hay of the very 
best, can be cut and pnt up at an expense of 
eighty cents a ton, and a little shelter only is 
needed. Just because thouaandsrof cattle can 
run out all winter in some of the Montana val- 
leys, and need to be rounded up but once a year, 
the people of North Dakota don't think they can 
raise cattle and sheep. The truth is, 100 cattle 
are worth as much money in Dakota as any- 
where else and can be raised here for less ex- 
pense and trouble than in Iowa, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Michigan or New York. Butter, 
eggs 
and 
beef 
are 
shipped" in ^nere 


and high prices are paid for them, whereas there 
would be more money and more independence! 
in raising them than in raising wheat exclusive-, 
ly. Take a New York farmer for instance. On 
forty acres of stony land he will keep a few 
cows and sheep, and raise a little grain and be 
independent and well off, He sells his farm for 
$1,000, comes to North Dakota and almost with- 
out effort secures 640 acres of rich prairie land 
every acre of which is susceptible of cultivation. 
The man immediately thinks himself rich and 
immediately becomes a speculator instead of a 
farmer. Instead of cultivating his land as he 
did on his eastern farm he goes to some city 
and waits for his land to double in value. He 
feels that there is no necessity for work and 
does not, as he easily might, make himself inde- 
pendently rich in a few years. Good land un- 
cultivated is not as good as poor land that is 
properly farmed. The people of North Dakota 
will never be permanently prosperous until 
genuine farmers take the place of impracticable 
farmer speculators. The North Dakota farmer 
who wul raise cattle and sheep, and poultry 
along with his wheat and oats will get rich 
quicker atyd more surely than any other class of 
men on the face of the earth. 


trrowth of Dakota. 


Dakota is attracting universal attention 


throughout the civilized world, and the metro- 
politan newspapers of the east are daily falling 
their columns with reliable and valuable infor- 
mation relative to the territory that will prove 
of great value. For instance, the New York 
Times of a recent date says: "The marvellous 
growth of Dakota must excite the world or all 
who have studied the movement of the popula- 
tion and toe settling of new soil.

Paul and Minneapolis merchants, divided about 
equally; $11,000 dne St. Paul banks and L. K. 
Stone; $24,000 doe Stebbins. Mnnd &Co., bank- 
ers, Miles City; $2,500 due San Francisco par- 
ties; $3,000 dne in Chicago; $3,500 dne in Mil- 
wankee;$6,000 due L. K. Stone next Anjrust,and 
the balance scattering.

Kerosene's "Flashing Point." 


£San Francisco Chronicle.] 


It is a simple matter to test kerosene oiL 


The point of danger is called the flashing 
ijpint, which is the degree of temperature at 
^ichitis evaporated and explodes. The 
lowest safe point is 100 degrees; 120 degrees 
is low enough for domestic use. To make 
the test, pour a small quantity of fiferosene in 
a small Cancer of tin vessel, and float it in a 
basin of water heated to 100 degrees. Apply 
a lighted match an inch or so above the oil, 
and if it takes fire it is dangerous. Have a 
thermometer in nhe water and note the tem- 
perature as it fa(ls and the lowest point of 
flashings easilV ascertained, oAhe «ater 
may be gradually heated by adding boiling ' 
water from SO degrees up, and thL flashing 
point found.

tt e territory by paid emissaries. The charges, 
if they could be called such, he should sum np 
in about eight lines of the petition, viz: Yank- 
tc n ideas, deficient education in poker, opposi- 
tion to repudiation, to the robbing -of Indiana, 
to stealing the pnblilc lands, to loading new 
o< unties with fraudulent 
indebtedness, to 


secession conventions and similar pure and free 
legislations which many of the promoters of 
these petitions have been engaged in for year*. 
If the reading of the petition between the lines 
was correct, the governor said he should plead 
guilty to most of the implied allegations. Four 
years ago 10 per cent, territorial securities 
were hawked about at a large 
discount, 


and conntyvsecnrities were correspondingly de- 
pressed by the Yankton repudiation and the 
numerous rings of county bond jobbers. After 
three years and a half of the present territorial 
administration 10 per cent, territories securities 
have been selling at a premium in the apen 
market; all repudiated county indebtedness has 
been, refunded and the securities of nearly every 
county in the territory bring their face value. 
Three years ago the territory had not a brick or 
a block of stone laid in a permanent building, 
while today there are ten fine buildings com- 
pleted, or nearly so, and in use. T;he governor 
said with this record and his early efforts in aid- 
ing the North Pacific to present at the New Eng- 
land and okher eastern fairs the finest show of 
agricultuTilbnd mineral productions ever put on 
exhibition/and bis labors in Becnring more than 
six tons off provisions and clothing and large 
contributions in money for the flood sufferers in 
1881, he should leave the president and the pub- 
lic to judge whether or not be had been ''dila- 
tory" in 
discharging the 
duties of his 


orHce. 
He .regretted |to bring before the 


public the /tact that for a dozen yeura Dakota 
has been handicapped and torn by factions; 
that nearly every governor during that period 
had been indecently and ruthlessly assailed, 
both in and out of the territory, and nearly ev- 
ery delegate who had secured a seat in congress 
has been bled by these factions to bankruptcy. 
With this record, which, cannot be effaced in 
certain sections of southern Dakota, but which 
does nofapply to the central, northern and more 
recently settled portions of the territory, the 
present executive can hardly expect to escape 
the shafts of envy and prejudice. Referring 
to the Perkins affidavit, the governor said ttiat 
it? vent without saying around the larii oflice 
tbi^t affidavits could be procured at f 5 per ream, 
when the white paper coats $!4vyet he had never 
known of a conviction tat perjury based 
up»n an affidavit in the /territory.

running as far north as the 44th degree 
oi north latitude, and west to the 24th 
degree west longitude, has been nnus- 
u^lly prosperous, yielding immense crops. 
Flax and even wheat, which sometimes 
Wights during the heated term, have 
yielded handsomely. Commencing at the 
4^ th parallel of north latitude, and ex- 
tendingto the extreme northern portion 
oj the territory, lies the famous wheat 
b ilt, which produces a larger nnmberf of 
b ishels per acre than any other soil ' on 
the American continent. Not only does 
the territory raise a large number of 
b ishels of wheat to the acre, but it pro- 
duces a superior quality of the grain, 


giving Dakota wheat an envitable repu- 
tation in the provision markets of the 
world. Those who have invested their 
money in wheat lands have reaped boun- 
tiful golden harvests and their contin- 
ued success has carried the price of im- 
proved lands from five to twenty-five dol- 
lars per acre along the North Pacific 
railroad and in the famous Eed Biver 
valley. Wheat land in the eastern coun- 
ties is now almost all taken np as far 


i north as the North Pacific ^railroad. 
There is no reason to doubt, however, 
that the vast tract lying north of the 
North Pacific, and west of the Missouri, 
will prove tq be as good a wheat country 
as that already tested. In fact, there ap- 
pears to be but very little waste land in 
Dakota; even in the most undesirable and 
least productive portions of the territory 
the land is admirably adapted fur graz- 
ing and stock raising. 
Considerable 


capital has of late been investei' in cat- 
tle and sheep on the so-called "bad 
lands" of the Little Missouri. They are 
said to find excellent feed in this hitherto 
Juseless region. In a few years the lint 
W the North Pacific' will be supplied 
with packing houses sufficient to utilize1 
the products of these vast pastures, 
when a new impetus will be given to the 
stock-raising industry. 
These facts, 


substantiated by the testimony of expe- 
rienced men, who have been for years 
identified with the northwestern coun- 
try, and corroborated by the official re- 
ports of the territorial officers, are suffi- 
cient to convince every one but /the 
chronic doubter that Dakota has a mag- 
nificent future.

It is the steady, persistent labor 
of the permanent settler that conduces to 
the steady growth and real success of 
the territory. When the rush is over, 
and the people and the territory have 
gone through the speculative period, we 
predict that Dakota will take her plaee 
among the great agricultural states of 
the northwest."

that direction and have memorialized 
congress. The newspapers have taken 
up the subject and have expressed their 
views in no uncertain tones. 
Speaking 


of this subject the Grand Eorks Herald 
says: 


The unanimity with which lawyers and lay- 


men, judges and jurors ot North Dakota pray 
congress to grant us two additional judges 
should not be lost tolthe sight or memory of our 
legislators, being a fact significant in itself, re- 
gardless of the :merits of the cause upon wlrch 
they ask that bccyto pass without delay. The 
fact is notorious in court circles that there is an 
accumulation of legal business in North Da- 
ko'a which onr presentlyndges cannot dispose of 
in the next six monthsjnot to speak of new 
business constantly increasing, no matter how 
industrious the judges may be. 


As an illustration of tbe hardship entailed by 


tbe block of business in the courts, we are in- 
formed that in Pembina county there are pris- 
oners in jail who have been'there for six 
months, and being too poor to obtain bail are 
likely to remain there twelve months more, 
without trial, unless other arrangements are 
made^by congrese giving us more judges or con- 
ferring county j irisdiction upon the probate 
judge, as is done elsewhere.

ST. Louis, Jan. 7.—The Institute of Immac- 


ulate Conception Sisters at Belleville,Ill., burned 
Sunday night. Abont sixty pupils were in the 
school, ranging from ten yeans to fullgrown, all 
girls, and several teachers, beeideeother inmates 
of the building. 
Thirty or foore pupils are 


known to have got out or were taken from the 
building and given shelter in neighboring 
houses, but several, in their fright, jumped from 
windows and were either killed or injured. One" 
version says the fire started from the furnace in 
the basement, and this seems the most probable 
explanation, as the flames spread upward, out- 
ting off most of Jthe exits and compelling some 
pnpils and sisters to jump from windows. The 
dispatch first received from Belleville says the 
bodies of twenty-two pupils and fifteen teach- 
ers, including the mother superior, are either 
recovered or known to be in the ruins. Two 
bodies were found in the rear part of the build- 
ing, b.:rne'd into an unrecognizable mass, but 
the majority were found beneath where the 
door was situated. 
They seem to have sought- 


shelter in this room too late, as they recognised 
that their escape was impossible, the flames be- 
neath eating away the supports, let down the 
floor into the seething vortex of fire and smoke. 
•The loss of life is mnch greater than mentioned 
in the first brief notice. 
Instead of being 


twenty-two, as at first thought, the total namber 
known of deaths is twenty-seven—twenty-two 
of which were pupils and sisters, among the 
latter the sister superior. The buildings and 
furnishings were valued at from $65,000 to 
$75,000; insured for $2!>,000. 
The§ work of 


searching for bodies ceased abont 4 o'clock, for 
fear of falling walls, ,but will probably be 
resumed tomorrow. Requiem mass will be cele- 
brated tomorrow forenoon, when all the bodies 
taken from the ruins np to that time will be 
buried. 


1ATEE—NOON DISPATCH. 


Nothing later is received from Belleville np to 


noon today, but additional information is mo- 
mentarily expected. The search for bodies was 
to be resumed this morning if the condition of 
the walls and other parts of the ruins would per- 
mit, and the remains still missing of victims 
are expected to be found. The following ex- 
tract from the description of the search yester- 
day will convey an idea of the scene and the 
horrible nature of the work. The bodies were 
all near each other and the mother superior's 
body seemed to be the center of the ghastly 
circle of black remains. A bone was picked up 
here and upon being drawn came loose from 
some particle of roasted'flesh. Here a burned 
skull was found and there an arm, while trunks 
burned intoj a solid crisp were dug np immedi- 
ately nnder them. It was an awful exhumation 
and more than once work faltered because of the 
sickening sensations which overcame the work- 
men. It seemed that the horrid spot would 
never be exhausted and every few minutes a re- 
port would come tjjat a new body had been 
taken out. Sbfecfs of burned clothing clnng to 
the sickening mass. It was impossible almost to 
find the identity of bodies, then fiery fingers of 
death having effaced every li-ie and every 'shape 
of countenances and form. The bodies in in- 
stances clnng together, and the heap as it was 
uncovered to the eye was absolutely indescribable 


STIXJj LATEB. 


A reporter, just from Belleville, says the 


search for bodies was resumed abont eleven 
o'clock this forenoon, but np to the time be left 
but little progress had been made. He states 
that fourteen instead of eleven bodies were 
taken out yesterday, but none were identified 
excepting those named in the dispatches last 
night. 
Today only two backbones, a hind and 


a few small bones were discovered up to two 
o'clock, and no more identifications had taken 
place. An inquest was begun this morning, and 
several witnesses examined. The remains uf 
Mary Campbell and Miss Weimer were brought 
to this city this afternoon. 


LAST EEPOET. 


Reporters wto returned from Belleville to- 


night state that the search in the ruins of the 
convent was resumed between 10 and 11 o'clock 
this morning and continued till about 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, and that what are supposed to 
be the remains of six additional bodies were 
recovered, but the remnants are of so indefinite 
a character that it is difficult if not impossible 
to determine jwhether they represented six or 
some other numb >r of persons. One of these is 
believed to be Sister Agnefla, another Emma 
Stock, of Carbondale, 111., and still another 
Minnie Bailie, or Mary Bartels. 
Two more of 


those found yesterday are identified as Laura 
Thompson an^d Amelia Leonard. 
It is not 


definitely known how many more are missing, 
but the search will be continued tomorrow and 
kept up till all the ruins have been dug over.
